A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner and applicants representative discussed claim 1 wherein 
examiner mentioned by adding a limitation similar to "considering two adjacent flat panel displays, wherein each 
display providing a light output that is polarized in the same direction, from the lower left toward the upper right of the 
respective display, which is at an angle of 45 degrees relative to horizontal or vertical axis." from page 7 lines 17-23 as 
was discussed during the interview. So, that the difference between the prior art reference of Christie and applicant's 
invention is distinguished. 

Also by adding a limitation similar to "when the circular polarized light is reflected from the beam splitter it reverses its 
sense; thus, right circular polarization becomes left circular polarization" and also mentioning a limitation to describe 
the same direction by saying a limitation similar to "both polarized light from the displays are in the same direction of 
either right handed or left handed" so that the limitation of "in the same direction" is described in more details. This 
limitation could be found on page 9, lines 2-4. 

Examiner also suggested that the applicant mentions "one display is located above the other display" to describe the 
invention in more details, (e.g. Fig. 12). 

Claim 24 was also discussed during the interview, however, prior art reference of Ohtani reads on the limitation of 
"second display smaller in area than the first display". 

The newly added limitations would overcome the prior art references and requires further search and consideration by 
the examiner.
